Liddia Lerhery, WAS Lrybq upon anTodi&ment Exhibitted againſt 
her, for thitſhe living with 6ne Mr. Thead in St. Gieſes-C riplegate, and 
having ſeveral Oppertunitys to go into a Cloſet where ſeyeral parcels 
of mony lay in a Cabi»er, the which ſhe yook out it a mounting in Gold 
and Silver to the Value of 1 2 Pounds which ſhe carried to one of her 
acquaintance and defired her, to keep it for her. But whether through 
fear or an honeſt Principle is uncertain {he hearing of the Robery ref. 
tored the mony, at firſt the Priſoner denied it, but being but a young 
_ could not long out-face whereupon ſhe was found Guilty of the 

ony. 

i p Bland, was Tryed for Picking a Markgt-Womans Pocket! of 5 
or 6 Shillings as ſhe was ſiting in Hoay-Lene-Market, taking, it our of 
her Pocket-apron and weat off withit, but the woman well noteing 
her, in a ſhort time found her.out, but ſhe ſtifly denyed the Robery, bur 

upon the poſitive Oathes of the Evidence ſhe vvas found Guilty. It 
appearing in Court that it vvas her uſual praCtice to haunt Markers and 

er places of reſort. _— 

John Auſtine wasTryed for ſtealingGoods to theValue of 9 Shillings 
from Jobs Aſhton, in St, Martins in the Fields, on the 1oth 'of Apr:/, 
which were afterwards found where he had fold them, but upon Tryal 
he utterly denyed that he knew any thing of the matter affirming that 
he never yyas at that place, nor knevy not vvhere it vvas, but the par- 
ty to vvhom he ſold them, atteſting that he brought them to him and 
recieved mony for them he vvas found Guilty. 

. . Taba Welling a Stripling vvas Tryed for pig os pocket ofaGen. 
flevyoman in 7 L axe, 6n the 6th of May, vvhich yvas proved thus. 
;The Perſon vvho loſt the mony, being upon ſearch of the thief, a vyo- 

man come to her and asked her if her pocket vvas not pickt;picked, tell 

4ag her that ſhe ſee ſom ſuch a boy put his hand in her pocket: ſo that 
the boy being apprehended, declirehe had nor the mony but the tyvo 
boys that vvere1n his Company had it. The vyhich he likvviſe urged 
upen his Tryal, but the Evidence being plain he vvas found Guilty. 
James Cotton, vwvas Indifted for Robing a yvoman in White-Chaple 
of Goods to the Value of zo Shillings to vyhich Indiftment he pleaded 


Guilty.

William Sims; wvas Tryed for Robing a Houſe in St. James's on the 
16th of Apr:l. Taking thence Sheets, Table-Linnen and other Goods to 
the Value of i2 Pounds yvhich oy fold at a Broakers, in Long- Acary, 
of vyhich their being peſitive. proof made, he vyas found Guilty. 

Abraham Kent, vyas Tryed tor ſtealing Iro»-Work, from on Ship. 
board, being the Goods Fames Temans being taken inthe very Fa yet 
he deny*d 1t upon Tryal till at laſt it vvas proved ſome part of the 
Goods were and in his Breaches, then he ſaid that he Accide 
droped into them, but he could not ſo Impoſe upou the Fury, for they 
found him Guilty. 

Several Preſentments vvere made this Seftons, of Recuſants many 
of them being of Note. 

Jane Hariſon, vvas Tryed for Robing a Shop, in Leaden-Hall Strees 
on the 1oth of May, and taking thence Ribons, Gloves, and Linnen, toa 
conſiderable Value, bur the things not being found abeurt her, as *tis 
ſuppoſed conveied them av vay by a Second Perſon the Fury found her 
not Guilty of the Fatt: 

John Spitle, was Tryed, for breaking open the Houle of Margrer 
Try:r, inthe Pariſh of St. James's Clarkennel, onthe 2oth of May. And 
taken away Grates,Kettels; Pors and Puter,which was proved thus,that 
a lray-man coming over Clarkenwell-Green, percieving a parſel of Fel- 
lows of which he was formwhat Suſpicious went to his fellows dnd 
told them of it, but they refufing to affiſt him, he went himſelf,and meet: 
ing the Priſoner withra,paire ot Grates upon'his back, ſtoped.him and 
carried him into a 'Houſe, where was taken nga culrog of a Conftabls 
bur in Court he pleaded thaf the Grates were Delivered to him, but rhe 
Evidence being plain and that he was taken 40 Yards of the Houſe that 
was broak open, and the J«ry found him Guilty. 

Jane Kent, wasInditted for a Witch , for that ſhe ſometime jpaſt 
had bewitched Elizabeth Clambleton, Daughter oof Richard Clanebleton on 
Mile-Inn Green. As likwiſe his wite, he firſt gave Evidence to hold. ihe 
Court along ſtory of two Sows that he had had bevirchell by Yeaſon he 
would not truſt JaneK/rt for twoPtgs,that ſheHad beſpoRe/anid/tHdrilte 
reyer killed them,but ſhe would ſend to ask wheither he had RiHedany 
of the P:gs ſhe beſpoake and farther that after the death of his Sw:ze, 
his Daughter fell ſick and died in a ſtrange manner and that his Wife 
falling ſick likwiſe, he went to a Dodor in Spitle-Field who adviſed him 
to a Medecine that as hefaid took ofthe' 11 Cdgubtttit Priſoner into 
ſuch pain that ſhe camehowling to his houſealthough he did not ſee 
her , being charged ta keep (he doreſhut. That a vvomon Lik 
wiſe {wore that ſhehad an unuſualTet,and feveral other ſtrange Marks, 
but Evidence being given for her that ſhe was a Labourious woman, 
and frequentedReligious aſſemblys ſhe was acquited. 

William Stafford, one of the Lite-Gaurd, was Tryed for Killing one 
Rawndwaith near Hide-Park, in fighting the defuut having recieved 
ſeveral Wounds, but the Priſoner pleading that it was Sedefendezdoagd 
that vvhen the Deceaſed died he retr as far as he eould, and there 
appear into former Grudg the F#ry gave their Verdict that he vvas 
Guilry of Man Slaughter. 
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Am Hite was Trycd for Reving, tr: Honſeot Davd Ki gho-y on tec 20.1 0 =: 
to which ſhe pleaded not yailry.. +-vidence being called, het the woman  Wite 
to the party wiſoic name tae /rdicimont was, Layd, Swore, whylft ſhe was; abjcur, 
the: priſoners took the Goods out of hzr Houſe but the Conſtable being prod ccd 
that went to ſearch for.them be {wore that the Proſecrtor told, him ſbe ha&#for- 
merly taken themby hcr order to ſecure thrm from the Seafare of their £:14-Lor4 
So thar it bei-gEvident that the caſe had Yeen Depending above two years,"it was 
looked upon as a Malitious proſecution; afd there upon the priſoner was Cleared. 
Mary Coverton, brought npon her I ryal; for an acceſlaryto.Ja Robery,, Com- 
mitted by one Am Srubs Convicted the Laſt S: ſion, for 'that ,ſhe bought Govrs 
of her that were ſtolen from Captain Faiby, ſhe kaowing them to be ſtole bur ſhe 
Pleading to the Contrary and there being no pcſitive proof 'fhe was found not 
Guilty. | | . SNURK | 
Yolm Fohnſon, was Tryed for Breaking open the Chamber ofthe Efq. Timer: of 
the Temple on Sunday laſt, nature of the Factthis, he having Picklock keys; endea- 
voured to open the dore, but finding it Bolted he with a betty forced it open; but 
bu entering found the Landreſs there, whereat he cryecd he was betrayed and then 
drawing a Piſtol out of his pocket and {ſwore that unlets ſhe, would let hin de- 
part without making any diſcoyery he would Piſtol her which, toF tcar ſhe promiſe 
ed but he was no ſooner gon but ſhe ſhut the dore and crycd thieves,wherenpon'he 
was taken upon Evidence he was found Guilty. , | LITE 
Hemxry Arnold,vvas Tryed tor al obacco-Box andWatch from one Mr- 
Yox, taking it privily from his perſon, but it appearing that there had 
been tampering in the caſe and there being no poſitive proof he -vvas

A perſon vvas Tryed for Robing the Chamber of "Mr. Hoo/e in the 
Temple,and taking thenceSi/k-Curtains,to theValue of Tvventy Pounds 
part of yyhich vvas taken in the Poſſeſhon of the Priſoners Wife as' ſhe 
vvas going to pavvn them at a Broakeys, and the Priſoner having con- 
feſſed it, he vvas found Guilty. | 


There were four condemned, three Women, and one. Man, 
Viz, Fobn Welling, Lidea Littleworth Ain Blan, and' Elrza- 
beth Hunt. Five burnt in the hand, two to be whipt, one 
Tranſported, and one fined twenty pounds and fo ended 
this Seſſtons. 
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
